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| Weather service: winter making a comeback 


Though a small-scale snowfall 
gave northern Michigan the white 
Christmas we’d been looking for, the 
gift was short-lived. 

By Dec. 26, sunshine and warmer- 
than-average temperatures had set in 
over the area, turning the blanket of 
sparkling white into a sea of ice wa- 
ter and mud. 

But, according to National 
Weather Service meteorologist 
Bruce Smith, winter will soon return 
to the region. 

According to Smith, the reason for

our balmy late December weather, 
with daytime high temperatures 
ranging from mid-30s to mid-40s, is 
simple: the jet stream is doing its 
thing. 

“We always talk about the jet 
stream,” Smith said. “It’s the stron- 
gest branch of the jet stream that typi- 
cally provides us with cold weather, 
and it’s placed farther north than nor- 
mal.” 

The jet stream’s current placement 
is the culprit for the snow-melting 
temperatures that the area saw 


through the weekend and early this 
week. “Jt provided us with warmer 
temperatures and rain,” Smith said. 
“We lost quite a bit [of snow].” 

Though not “average” the warm 
spell is certainly not abnormal, he 
noted, in the scope of a typical Michi- 
gan winter. In every normal winter, 
“you have bouts of above norma] 
temperatures and bouts of below nor- 
mal temperatures. Few people really 
understand that, but it’s rare for any 
given day to be “normal.” 

This year, the Weather Service pre- 


dicted a “normal” winter for the re- 
gion, seeing “no strong tendency for 
[the winter to be] either warmer or 
colder than usual,” Smith said. 

For late December and early Janu- 
ary, temperatures in a so-called nor- 
mal] winter average in the 20s for 
daytime highs, with nighttime lows 
in the lower teens. In recent days, 
nighttime lows have only been hit- 
ting the low 30s. 

For frustrated winter sports enthu- 
siasts, or those just tired of the mud, 
there’s good news in the offing — 


according to Smith, the snow could 


- return as early as next week. 


“As we head into the weekend, 
we'll stay somewhat above normal 
for temperatures, with afternoon 
highs in the 30s,” Smith said, as well 
as a chance of snow and/or rain 
showers through the weekend. 

“The better news is going into next 
week, it looks like we'll have a pat- 
tern shift for more seasonable tem- 
peratures, with daytime high tem- 
peratures in the 20s and potentially 
some lake effect snow.”

Char-Em workshop puts the focus on literacy 


region recently attended the final 
of a three-part literacy workshop 
to deepen their understanding of 
Strategies to work with struggling 
readers. . 

Sponsored ‘by Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate School Dis- 
trict, the workshops are part of pro- 
fessional development courses of- 
fered throughout the year to edu- 
cators On a variety of topics rang- 
ing from literacy to use of technol- 
ogy in the classroom, and from cur- 
riculum to school improvement. 

The first two days of profes- 
sional development focusing on lit- 
eracy included effective instruction 
in fluency and teaching vocabulary 
and application of comprehensive 
strategies, The final day empha- 
sized how students connect their 
reading to their background knowl- 
edge, create sensory images, ask 
questions, draw influences, deter- 
mine what's important, synthesize 
ideas, and solve problems. 

Area schools sent a team of three 
or more staff members to the ses- 
sions, which were held September 
through December. Attending each presentation were 
approximately 85 educators from Boyne City, East Jor- 
dan, Boyne Falls, Concord Academy Boyne, Charlevoix, 
Harbor Springs, Pellston, St. Francis Xavier, Ellsworth, 
St. Mary, Petoskey, Central Lake, Littlefield, Char-Em 
ISD, and Traverse Bay Area ISD. 

Timothy Rasinski, professor of education in the De- 
partment of Teaching, Leadership, and Curriculum Stud- 
ies at Kent State, taught the first two sessions. The Dec. 
5 session was instructed by Susan Zimmermann, co- 
founder and former executive director of the Public 
Education and Business Coalition. During her 10 years 
with the coalition, Zimmermann initiated numerous pro- 
grams to improve the quality of public schools, includ- 
ing the Reading Project, which has been implemented 
in more than 30 Colorado schools. 

As part of her program, Zimmermann explained that 
good readers use seven “keys” to untock meaning (from 
her book ‘7 Keys to Comprehension: How to Help Your 
Kids Read It and Get It!””): a 

1, Create mental images: Good readers create a wide 
range of visual, auditory, and other sensory images as 
they read, and they become emotionally involved with 
what they read. 

2. Use background knowledge: Good readers use their 
relevant prior knowledge before, during, and after read-

3. Ask questions: Good readers generate questions be- 
fore, during, and after reading to clarify meaning, make 
predictions, and focus their attention on what’s important. 


Good readers use their 
prior knowledge and in- 
formation from what 
they read to make pre- 
dictions, seek answers to 
questions, draw conclu- 
sions, and create inter- 
pretations that deepen 
their understanding of 
the text. 

5. Determine the most 
important ideas or 
themes: Good readers 
identify key ideas or 
themes as they read, and 
they can distinguish be- 
tween important and un- 
important information. 

6. Synthesize infor- 
mation: Good readers 
track their thinking as it 
evolves during reading, 
to get the overall mean- 
ing. 

7. Use “fix-up” strat- 
egies: Good readers are 
aware of when they un- 
derstand and when they 
don’t. If they have 
trouble understanding specific words, phrases, or longer 
passages, they use a wide range of problem-solving 
strategies including skipping ahead, rereading, asking 
questions, using a dictionary, and reading the passage 
aloud,

_ schools continued to struggle with increasingly bleak 
budget pictures, thanks to state cutbacks. 

I noticed, though, a new trend this year. As long as I've 
been covering the happenings in the area, more than four 
years running now, it seems that at any given time there‘s 
always been some conflict or other, some controversy, 
some “big issue” in which reluctantly contentious parties 
are hashing things out in a very public way. 

In recent months, though, a sort of hush has come over 
our communities, like nothing I've seen before. There's a 
general atmosphere of good will, cooperation and part- 
nership. 

In other words, we're all getting along. 

While this development has admittedly made my Job 
just a bit more challenging, it is, to be sure, a welcome 
respite from the negative energy that issues forth from 
some of the uglier scraps we, as communities, have had 
to deal with in recent years, 

I'm calling this, from a reporter's standpoint, the Year 
of Main Street. In both East Jordan and Boyne City, “Main 
Streets” of very different types have proven to be com- 
munity focal points. In East Jordan, of course, that means 
the completion of the Main Street Center, the culmina- 
tion of a grand project that gives one hope for the future 
and at the same time reassurance that the past is, indeed, 

_worth preserving, 

In Boyne City, the selection of the community as one 
of the State of Michigan’s first four Main Street Program 
participants was a major coup, validating the work of a 
number of grassroots Main Street believers as well as the 
notion that Boyne City is a unique place with real poten- 
tial to grow and thrive in the long-term. 

And just by the very name, isn’t “Main Street” a phrase 
that conjures up all the best images of what small town 
America should be? Right now, it’s something we’re 
managing to live up to. 

On a personal note, I’m ending the year with gratitude 
— grateful for a wonderful family, a roof over my head 
and food on the table. Oh, and for that challenging job of 
mine, covering a tittle corner of the world I feel truly privi- 
leged to be a part of. 

Peaceful New Year’s wishes to all, and, by the way, 
thanks for reading.
